DEBATE ON THE ASSESSMENT 
BILL. 

Wi yeiteiday atlemptid the herculean 
luk of eiir acting (rum the wide-ipretit 
maia of verbiage com pun a g the debate of 
Wedueedaj, and ti plane before uur rea- 
der* in fear and de-nail* wordi, the re«- 
*om by which tht several iiicakm had 
prolesacii to juttify their volet. We have 
now to indulge in a few comment* for 
which we then haul nol *p»e. 

The mure we relied upon tht eon tar 
ultsraaiely adopted bj the Honorable tht 
Couomii Sacalr.av, the more atnouily 
do we regret It. W« regret It ai an ex- 
ample of fie kit oei* and inconsistency uu- 
bttomiog tht dignity of Government ; we 
regrel it atill more s* tht ibandiinueiit of 
a sound and aafe principle, in 
favour uf out Ihtt it both uniound aad 
daogeruui. The right uf the toiunial 
legislature to adminialer the affair* and 
appropriate the revenues of the public 
luidi of tht colony, i* * right to which 
tht Council and the whole intelligent 
community h*ve heretofore attached the 
utmost, importance. And although this 
right was ethemently denied bj the late 
Sir Qw>>ntt Qirn, indtaanghtilj frowned 
down by Lard SrAPi.iT, it has met from 
Haa Hsjbtv's present Gorernmciit with 
mild forbearance at least, if not tacit re- 
cognition The tceliun of the Order in 
Council, relative to taxation beyond the 
boundaries, is susceptible, we canturt 
deny, of difftrent «ntf ructions. Of 
course wt think *ur own can itrucUou 
the best ; we think, moreover, that it ii in 
some degree borne out by the ■dmisiiom 
of tht CoLoiiaL Secawr.ev, atr. WlHT- 
wonTU, and other honorable member*, that 
the rent imposed by the Crown waa made 
lighter for the direct purpose of facili- 
tating local taxation. Now, it stems to 
us quit* obvious, that the amount so re- 
mitted from the rent -charge, however 
large or however small, was, lo all intent* 
and purposes, made over to tht colony a* 
thai part of tha consideration for the dm 
of the land to which the right of the 
colony was thui practically recognised, 

The Count lit Sicssmar would not go 
along with us to this conclusion , hit 
he, and the Government of which he it so 
infiuentiil aad to useful a member, did it 
any raw go so far a* to admit (hat the 
Crown had recognised the right of the

This veteran "champion of tht people'' 
had of late years much lo aay of " com> 
pacts." He ha* now entered iotn a com- 
pact which wil> cauat his 
try to havt much lo aay of Aim.

ithout a colourable pretext or decent 
apology, he ha* plighted hit faith to the 
Government, and abandoned hi* native 
land to itifate.

In cornmeniing on Ibis debate, we 
ought not to peat nn noticed one vety 
gross and offensive feature of it.

ts uttered of a persons! nature. Thia 
diacretion was largely exercised in re- 
porting the speeches of Wedneaday and 
Thnradar iut ; but even had every word 
been published, the mere reader would still 
have had bat a faint idea of the taw, and 
rmpkaiit. and peifif ulafion of some of the 
speaker* As ao example, we nay mo- 
tion that on Thursday evening Mr 
WaafWottK delivered a speech ia com- 
mittee ao furious and tawVUaa;, that had 
it been deltiered in the same manner in 
one of out city laps, it would have 
brought in the police to put down the 
disturbance. And we grieve to say, that 
even the honorable and learned Ar.oaxsv 
GiaxsiL waa ao exceedingly unguarded 
aa to give grata offence, in a single speech, 
to no lets than four honorable member*.

DBBT-— TRADE. 
Ia last hfooday't // mij our reader* war* 
been fnraiahed with copies of tht official 
abstracts, exhibiting the amount* of mort- 
gages and preferable hens, aad the money 
value* of goodi imported and exported 
daring three yean cnied 31st December 
last. On these, and on the more detailed 
•tataaenti of exports and import*, which 
we have not ytt found room for, we offer 
a few observations at to the condition aad 
trade of the colony, 

Io the return of the amount •ecu red by 
mortgages or real estate (this is the re 
mark of the Rroirraia-GairDtAL) th* earns 
money may have beta re-lent and rt- 
teenred three timet during the periad of 
ten year* incladed in it , the rep* y me at 
of the aimaol being required nana an 
average every three or four years. We 
can therefore scarcely draw any utfal 
conclusion from the comparison. We 
may notice, however, with ttepaet to the 
species of properties on which loans have 
been given d rrtng the laat three yrara, 
lhat, contrary to ibe general impr cation, 
a larger aggregate amount ha* beast as - 
cured on errantry limn oa town l*mda, 
while there is no remarkable difference in 
the average amount of the loans granted 
on the several dcacriptioiii. The n um- 
ber of mortgages in JSia and l«48 are 
nearly equal j but the total amounl Icat 
haa dtclined in th* latter year. Bat wt 
repeat, trial unlet* we had the toearre of 
comparing with the new loan* such aa 
have Lap ttd ud bean paid off, havt been 
foiKkaatd, at lit uspradueUve aad hope- 
less, {as many of the immense loan* of 
the period front 1**0 to IMS tacJativ* 
atill remain) we could form ao just infe- 
raaoa- We have reason, however, to be- 
Ikws, fro*) other iadicatioaj than art here 
f uraiihed, that tha kassr* on mortgage* or 
town and country lands, made during the 
Isst thnt years, have gradually been 
changing their character. la the (arat 
part or the period they may have been 
contracted chiefly to arrange affairs and 
relieve erabairaasments . in the latter put 
they have been undoubtedly le^riatate ex- 
pedients for effecting nbttaatlal improve- 
ments, and increasing the borrowers' in- 



curved aa e seen of importation. In these 
table* thi* fact is strikingly pro red. Tha 
import* of 1610 hare increased generally 
on the average of Ihe prior two year* by 
upwards of bfty per cent , while the ex- 
port* of 1846 have not increased gene- 
rally un the average uf the aunt two year* 
mors than lea per cent. It cannot be 
•aid, in deed, lhat we have paid fur all 
theie imported guodj. or that wt are in- 
debted for the m. So far as (hey consist 
of consignment* on British, Chinese, or 
other txternaf account, they stand in tht 
•aim- relation a* if not imported, except 
that they lend tn cheapen the price* lo 
the consumer, ant flalten the tales of the 
culonial importer. This double effect has 
undoubtedly been produced. Prices have 
been kept down to, or near, the unreins ■ 
aerating level; and though Ihe quantities 
consumed may not have decreased abio- 
lutrly, yet they havt done an relatively In 
the stock* of commirdilie*. The principal 
proportional increase haa been on goods 
the produce or foreign states , and mice 
the term in* li no of 1 Mb" thi* claa* of in 

Crts ha* been continuing to come in , 
1 being in few haadt, well -supported, 
both externally and within the colony 
the depreciation hat bat* prevented from 
proceeding to a ruinous extent. One-half | 
of the value of these good* being of Ibe 
most legitimate character a* cooiumpti 
(tea and sugar), tod une- fourth more be- 
ing introduced merely foe transit and re- 
exportation to Kngland, namely, oil. tc., 
we confess we are glad that the sUbilily 
of the speculator, enable* them to hold 
and avoid rascriflta. 

As we have already more than once
